In  an  address  on  "How  Parents  and 
Teachers  Irritate  Children,”  given  be¬ 
fore  the  College  faculty  and  studonts 
at  an  assombly  held  at  tho  College, 
Monday,  November  10,  Doan  Louis  A. 
Pechstein  of  tho  College  of  Education 
of  tho  University  of  Cincinnati  named 
threo  ways  in  which  parents  anjl  teach¬ 
ors  irritnto  children. 

Parents  and  toachors,  according  to 
Dr.  Pechstein,  who  wont  to  seliool  to 
President  Lainkin  when  he  was  prin¬ 
cipal  of  tho  Clinton,  Missouri,  high 
school,  irritato  children  and  often  by 
their  unwise  treatment  and  teaching  of 
children,  dovelop  inferiority  complexes 
which  handicap  thorn  for  life’s  work 
by  constantly  treating  them  ns  inferior; 
by  constantly  stifling  their  creative 
tendencies;  and  by  failing  intentionally 
or  unintentionally  to  give  praise  for 
tho  child’s  work  which  Is  well  dono. 

The  spoakor  mentioned  tho  instance 
in  which  a  youngor  brother  by  having 
tho  perfections,  real  or  imaginod,  of  an 
older  brothor,  pointed  out  to  him  by 
his  parents/  grandparents  or  others 
might  dovolop  dangerous  inferiority 
comploxoa  which  would  handicap  him 
not  only  for  competition  with  other 
children  in  tho  school  room  but  for 
competition  in  later  life. 

Dr.  Pochstein  expressed  or  implied 
tho  thought  that  not  only  children  but 
udults  rospond  bottor  and  grow  nnd 
develop,  when  they  nro  troated  as 
equals,  whon  thoir  crentivo  tendencies 
aro  oncourngod,  and  when  they  are 
praised  by  thoir  so-called  superior  offi¬ 
cers,  In  this  connection  tho  speaker 
montionod  tho  relationship  of  tho  school 
superintendent  to  his  high  school  prin¬ 
cipals  and  teachers  and  tho  rolution  of 
a  Collogo  president  to  his  faculty.

threatening  continually  to  break  out 
in  war  in  tho  future:  Germany,  France, 
Poland,  Russia,  and  Italy,  ho  said,  and 
gavo  as  his  own  opinion  that  thcro  will 
novor  be  another  great  war  without  the 
United  States  in  it.  "Wo  aro  growihg 
to  big  and  tho  rest  of  tho  world  is  grow¬ 
ing  too  small,”  ho  gave  as  his  reason. 

Dr?  Jenkins  declared  this  country 
must  faeo  thos'o  facts  squarely  in  the 
face,  and  listed  his  reasons  how  peace 
with  tho  rest  of  the  world  might  he 
maintained. 

His  first  assertion  was  that  tho  war 
debts  must  ho  cancelled  in  order  to 
presorvo  peace.  "The  only  way  other 
nations  enn  pay  us  is  in  goods,”  ho 
said.  "If  paid  in  bullion  this  nation 
might  he  ups'et  financially.  ” 

"Yet  wo  do  not  want  an  excess  of 
imports  ovdr  our  oxports  nnd  this  coun¬ 
try  in  ordor  to  prevent  this  excess 
builds  upon  a  high  tariff  wall  around 
tho  country.”  Tho  failure  to  cancel  tho 
war  debt  is  one  of  tho  reasons  for  tho 
many  failures  and  depressions,  Dr.  Jen¬ 
kins  assorted. 

Ho  then  doclnrcd  tho  Dawes  and 
Young  plans'  nnd  nil  others  that  may  ho 
formulated  for  tho  payments  of  war 
dobts  aro  nothing  more  than  moro  cam¬ 
ouflage  for  payment  of  debts.  Ho  also 
said  that  tho  condition  of  throe  million 
mon  out  of  work  in  Germany  can  bo 
attributed  to  tho  efforts  of  Gonnany  to 
pay  its  war  dobts. 

"When  you  hoar  tho  loaders  of  tho 
Fascists  in  Germany  on  oloetlon  day 
cry,  ‘Down  with  tho  war  dobts,  down 
with  tho  Versailles  treaty,  nnd  down 
with  tho  border  linos, ’  you’ll  know  we 
will  havo  something  to  reckon  with  in 
tho  nour  futuro.” 

Dr,  Joukins  said  that  tho  United 
Stutos  proposed  tho  World  Court  nnd 
then  rofused  to  enter  it.  Ilowovor,  lie 
said,  tho  ontry  of  tho  Unitod  States 
into  tho  Court  awaits  only  a  formal 
ratification  of  the  sonnto  at  tho  noxt 
session.  He  pleaded  with  tho  votors 
to  write  to  their  sonators  ond  to  the 
President  of  tho  U.  S.,  to  lmston  tho 
ontrunce  of  America  into  tho  Court. 

Another  reason  that  America  may 
ho  forced  into  war  is  that  it.  has  stood 
aloof  from  other  nations,  rofusing  to 
bucomo  acquainted  with  thorn. 

"Get(to  know  poople,”  Dr.  Jenkins 
said,  "and  after  awilo  to  lovo  them 
The  troublo  with  tho  Unitod  States  is 
that  we  don’t 'know  people  of  the  world 
well  onoiigli,”

Wiliam  T.  Utter,  B,  S.  ’21,  is  a  con¬ 
tributor  to  tho  last  volume  of  Tho  Dic¬ 
tionary  of  American  Biography.  This 
work,  produced  undor  tho  auspicoB  of 
tho  American  Council  of  Lonrnod  So¬ 
cieties,  is  a  notable  ono  and  it  is  an 
onviablo  recognition  of  ono’s  Scholar¬ 
ship,  to  bo  classod  among  its  contribu¬ 
tors.  Tho  Dictionary  of  American  Biog¬ 
raphy  is  pattorned  moro  or  loss  after 
tho  Dictionary  of  National  Biography 
in  Great  Britain,  now  famous  for  noarly 
two  generations. 

After  graduating  from  tho  local  Col¬ 
lege,  Mr.  Utter  taught  history  for  some 
tlmo  in  tho  Hopkins  High  School  of 
Nodaway  County.  Ho  lator  took  his 
Master's  degree,  in  History  at  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Chicago  and  then  Soeurod  a 
teaching  position  at  Ohio  Stato  Univer¬ 
sity  at  Columbus.  Recently  ho  received 
the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  nt 
Ohioago,  "cum  laudo.”  Now,  ho  is  head 
of  tho  Department  of  History  at  Den¬ 
ison  University,  Ohio. 

Tho  biographical  account  written  by 
Dr.  Utter  and  here  referred  to,  is  about 
an  Ohioan,  John  Burroughs  Drake,  who 
in  early  lifo  went  to  Chicago  and  be¬ 
came  a  distinguished  landlord,  whose 
heirs  now  control  the  Drake  and  Black- 
stone  Hotels  of  that  city.

Bearcats  Take 
Two  More  Steps 
in  M.I.  A.A.Race 


A  19  to  6  Victory  Over  the  Mules  and 

a  26  to  7  Victory  Over  Bears  Helps

Two  more  decisive  victories  have  put 
tho  Bearcats  ahead  of  the  pack  in  the 
M.  I.  A.  A.  race,  and  have  raised  their 
standing  to  that  of  moBt  probable  win¬ 
ner  of  the  conference  in  the  champion¬ 
ship  game  to  bo  played  at  Kirksville 
Thanksgiving  day. 

Tho  Warrensburg  Mules  wero  first 
to  fall,  19  to  6,  before  a  record  Dads' 
Day  crowd  on  the  home  field.  Last 
Friday  the  Bearcats  administered  a 
still  more  thorough  plastering  to  the 
Springfield  Bears  at  Springfield,  26  to 
7. 

Tho  Warrenbsurg  game,  though  not  so 
fraught  with  thrills  and  deceptive 
plays  as  some  games  seen  hero,  was  full 
of  straight  football,  and  was  quite  rep¬ 
resentative  to  tho  relative  powers  of 
tho  two  teams.  In  the  first  half  both 
teams  fought  to  nearly  even  terms;  with 
eithor  threatening  to  score  and  the  op¬ 
ponent  holding  the  threats'.  When  the 
last  division  of  play  began,  the  Bearcat 
style  of  play  opened  up  and  three 
touchdowns  wero  tallied  while  the 
Mules  were  putting  across  ono. 

Maryville’s  first  score  camo  as  a  re¬ 
sult  of  two  long  passes.  From  near  mid- 
field  Milner  passed  to  Shectz  for  a  long 
gain,  and  a  short  time  later  John  Smith 
received  from  thc  Bamo  passer  to  make 
a  tally.  Milner’s  attempt  at  drop-kick 
was  low.  The  Warrensburg  counter 
camo  soon  when  Fischer  fumbled,  and 
tho  Mules  completed  a  pas  and  a  couple 
of  good  line  plays  to  cross  tho  lino. 
Tho  most  sensational  score  was  Vic  Ma- 
hood’s  interception  of  a  pass  and  run 
for  sixty  yards,  which  together  witli 
Fischer’s  scoro  from  a  line  play  and  a 
good  kick  mado  tho  Maryville  scoro 
add  up  to  19. 

High  points  from  tho  summary  show 
that  Maryvillo  mado  39  first  downs 
whilo  tho  Mulos  woro  making  8.  Mary¬ 
ville  mado  200  yards  from  scrimmage 
to  tho  Mules’  88,  and  Maryvillo  com¬ 
pleted  six  passes  to  Warrensburg’s 
throo. 

All  roports  from  Springfield  indicat¬ 
ed  that  after  Maryvillo  hit  thoir  stride 
and  "rijn  roughshod  over  the  Boars. 
Springfield  was  tho  first  to  score  on 
tho  first  play  of  tho  second  quartor. 
Immediately  Maryvillo  took  tho  ball 
nnd  wont  to  •  tho  Bear  eight-yard  lino 
whoro  Wardoll,  Southwost  quarterback, 
intercepted  a  paSB  and  ran  70  yards  up 
tho  field  boforo  ho  was  ilrnggod  down 
from  behind. 

Tho  first  Maryvillo  counter  camo 
whon  a  short  kick  went  out  of  bounds 
on  tho  27  yard  lino.  Four  lino  plunges 
and  a  pnss  put  tho  ball  on  tlio  Spring- 
fiolil  ono-yard  lino,  nnd  Milner  took  the 
bull  over.  Fischer  attempted  to  pass' 
for  tlio  extra  point,  but  tho  piny  was 
not  good.  » 

Springfield  soon  threatened  seriously 
again  by  taking  tho  pigskin  to  the- 
Maryvillo  fivo-ynrd  line,  whoro  it  was 
lost  on  downB.  Several  exchanges  of 
punts  onsuod  nnd  a  Springfiold  punt 
was  blocked,  with  a  forthcoming  Mary- 
villo  touchdown.  Ono  of  tho  remaining 
two  touchdowns  was  dono  rather  soil- 
sntionolly  by  Don  Sheotz,  who  broke 
through  tacklo  to  out-run  throo  oppon¬ 
ents  and  stop  sixty-one  yards  to  cross 
tho  goal  lino. 

Dospito  the  fact  that  tho  Bearcats 
wero  tho  lioaviost,  tho  first  downs  woro 
tho  samo,  ten  apiece,  nnd  yardage 
gainod  from  scrimmago  was  npproxi-  . 
mately  the  same.
